WOODBURY, November 11 —A farmer 


in the neighborhood of Woodbury tock 
a load of apples to Altoona and return- 
ed Saturday afternoon, brirging wila 
him several cases of beer and sorre 
whisky, which was distributed, str.d 
by 9 o'clock there was a drunken 
crowd. About this time ^r»nk Imler, 
a farmer who lives about one mi'e 
from town, dropped into one of our 
grocery stores and went baek to the 
lunch room, where Homer Quarry and 
several others were. Quarry remirkei 
that this was privet**, but that Imler 
could come in if he could put up the 
price. A quarrel then be^an, in which 
anumbir to k part, and SPT^S! blows 
were exchanged.

quiet for a while, when Quarry and Im- 
ler again came to b'ows en the rnt- 
side, but were separated ai d got atcut 
40 feet apart when one of them said, 
"Now come on,'' wierrupcn several 
ran out to see what was up, when 
Q'arry, who had armed rimse'f with 
a club, bej?an to strike right and left, 
hitting John Live, colored, and knock- 
ing Charles Iinler down. 
The latter 


was removed to Dr. Stayer's office, 
when the physician and Dr. Nason 
made an examination and found that 
Imler's skull was fractured. They did 
all they could ia the hope that they 
might save his life, but withrut avail, 
as the young man died Sunday morn 
iag.

After he learn- 
ed that he had probably dealt yourg 
Imler a fatal blow he rejoiced in what 
he had done and, with several beer bot- 
tles in his possession, started to the 
bouse where John Love was and asked 
to see him 
When told that he could 


not see him, he remarked that he had 
killed one and he would do the same 
with John, if not tonight, then toiror- 
row. 


The club he used was one that he

Imlers that they had not been drink- 
ing and that they happened on tbe 
scene of confusion as they were on 
their way home, and that the quarrel- 
ing and striking toward them was 
without provocation, 


Charles I-nler was aged 19 years, ose 


month and 23 days. He was a son of 
F/ank Imler and an excellent, indUE- 
trious young mail, being h'ghly es 
teemed by his neighbors and associ- 
ates. His funeral took place on Tues 
day and was attended by a very large 
corcourse of people. Rev. John L 
Holsinger and Rev. John R. Stayer 
spcke from the pulpit ard they were 
not sparing in their remarks upon the 
conduct cf all the people and their ex 
hortations have had a good influence in 
appeasing the excitement under which 
the community was laboring for the 
past three days.

Engineer H. C. Rob'son attended 


the reunion of the 49th R giment, 
Pennsylvania Volunteers, held at Lew- 
istown on October 29 and 30 Mr. Robi- 
son was a member of this regiment, 
which did a great deal of flghtirg in 
the civil war. It bad a total enrol- 
ment of 1,597 and of these 152 were 
killed, 
51 mortaKy woxinded, 403 


wounded, 151 died, 39 were taken pris- 
oners and 19 died in prison, a total of 
805. The heaviest loss sustained by 
the regiment was at Spottsylvania on 
May 10, 13M, whun, of 474 men en- 
gaged, the loss was 246. The engage- 
ments of this month were so disastrous 
that the regiment was reduced to 133 
effective men.

president's call to enact legislation to 
make the Cuban reciprocity treaty ef- 
fective.

yesterday afternoon the complete cor- 
respondence on the Panama affair. 
The resolution was introduced by Rep- 
resentative Hitt,of Illinois,chairman of 
the committee on foreign affairs. 
The 


introduction and passage cf this resolu- 
<ion means, it is asserted, that every 
point in the events leading up to the 
secession of Panama and the hurried 
recognition of the new republic of Pan- 
ama by the present administration 
will be made public and whatever 
icandal there may be in the ma'ter 
will be laid bare. The Hitt resolution 
and its passage by the house was fol 
lowed by a declaration from tbe Dem- 
ocratic minority of both the house aud 
•enate that they would demand an in- 
vestigation 
Senator Morgan, the op- 


oonent of the Panama canal route, has 
declared against tbe administration in 
its handling of Panama affairs, and has 
more than intimated that he would de 
mand an investigation.

_L Bedford township, taken last fall, when it contained,; six acres 


and 296 trees. Since then more trees have been planted. The 


orchard was started in 1883 with 60 trees; 80 were planted in 1884 
and the balance of the 296 in 1885. Last year Mr. Drenning mar- 
keted 1,048 bushels of picked winter apples. One Ben Davis tree 
produced 24 bushels and another 22 bushels; a York Imperial tree 
bore 20 bushels and another 19 bushels; 19 bushels of Baldwins 
were picked from one tree; from two Smoke House trees, grafted six 
years ago, 30 bushels were obtained. Besides these varieties there 
are Smith's Cider,Grimes' Golden, Albemarle Pippin, Red Astrakan, 
Yellow Transparent, Early Haylow and Grovenstein trees in Mr. 
Drenning's orchard. In addition to the winter apples he gathered 
300 bushels of summer and fall apples and made 17 barrels of cider 
last year. 
Buyers who saw the crop last fall pronounced it the 


"finest lot of apples they ever saw." What Mr. Drenning believes 
to be his secret of success in orcharding is summed up in the follow- 
ing sentences: ist—Careful pruning, ad—Keeping the land in a 
high state of cultivation by hoed crops, such as corn, potatoes, etc., 
occasionally planting a crop of clover, using manure and mulch. 
3d—Keeping trees free from borers, by cutting them out twice a 
year with a knife. 
For the past six years Mr. Drenning's orchard 


has produced good crops.

The message of President Roosevelt 


urgiug the enactment of legislation 
making effective the reciprocity treaty 
with Cuba was read in both houses of 
congress on Tuesday. The text of the 
document is as follows: 


To the Senate and House of Repre- 


sentatives: 


I have convened the congress that it 


may consider the legislation necessary 
to put into operation the commercial 
treaty with Cuba, which wss ratified 
by the senate at its last session and 
subsequently by the Cuban govern- 
ment. I deem such legislation de- 
manded not only by our interest but 
by our honor. We cannot with pro 
priety abandon the course upon which 
we have so wisely embarked. When 
the acceptance of the Platt amendment 
wsh required from Cuba by the action 
of the congress of the United States 
this government thereby 
definitely 


committed itself to the policy of treat- 
ing Cuba as occupying a unique posi- 
tion as regards this country 
It was 


provided that when the island became 
a free and independent republic she 
should stand in such close relations 
with us as in certain respects to c:me 
within our system of international pol- 
icy; and it necessarily followed that 
she must also to a certain degree be- 
come included within the lines of our 
economic policy. Situated as Cuba is 
it would not ba possible for this 
country to permit the strategic abuse 
of the island by any foreign military 
power. It is lor this reason that cer- 
tain limitations have been imposed 
upon her financial policy, and that na- 
val stations have been conceded by her 
to the United States 
The negotia- 


tions as to the details of these naval 
stations are on the eve of completion. 
They are so situated aa to prevent any 
idea that there is the intention ever to 
use them against Cuba or otherwise 
than for the protection of Cuba from 
the assaults of foreign foes, and for 
the better safeguarding of American 
interests in the waters south of us. 


These interes's have bsen largely in- 


creased by the consequences of the war 
with Spain and will oe still further in- 
creased by the building of the Isthmian 
canal. 
They are both military and 


economic. The granting to us by Cuba 
of the naval stations tbjve alluded to 
is of the utmost importance from a mil-1 
itory stand-point, and is proof of the 
good faith with which Cubi is treating 
us. Cuba has made great progress 
since her independence was established. 
She is advancing steadily in every way. 
She already s'ands high among her sis- 
ter republics of the new world. She is 
loyally observing her obligations to as, 
and she is entitled to like treatment by 
us. 


The treaty submitted to yon for ap- 


proval secures to the United States 
economic advantages as great as those 
given to Cuba. Not an American in- 
terest is sacrificed. By the treaty a 
large Cuban market is secured to our 
producers. It is a market which lies 
at 
our doors, 
which is already 


large, which is capable of 
great 


expansion, aud which is especially im 
portant to the development of on* ex 
port trade. It would be indeed short 
sighted for us to refuse to take advan 
tage of such an opportunity, and to 
force Cuba into making arrangements 
with other countries to our disadvan 
tage. 


This reciprocity treaty stands by it 


self. It is demanded on consideration 
of broad national policy as well as bj 
our economic interest. It willdo harm 
to no industry. It will benefit many 
industries. It is in the interest of ou 
people as a whole, both because of it 
importance from the broad stand-poin 
of international policy and becausi 
economically it intimately concerns ui 
to develop and secure the rich Cuban 
market for our 
farmers, artisans 


merchants and manufacturers. 
Fin 


ally, it is desirable as a guaranty o 
the good faith of our nation toward 
her young sister republic of the south 
whose welfare must ever be closel 
bound with ours. We gave her liberty 
We are knit to her by memories of th 
blood and the courage of our soldier 
who fought for her in war; by tb 
memories of the wisdom and integrit 
of our administrators who served he 
in peacp and who started her so well on 
the d fficult path of sail-government 
We must help her onward and upward 
and in helping her we shall help our 
selves. 


The foregoing considerations cause 


the negotiation of the treaty wit 
Cuba and its ratification by the senate 
They now with equal force support th 
legislation by the congress which b 
the terms of the treaty is necessary t 
render it operative. A failure to enac 
such legislation'would come perilousl 
near a repudiation of the pledged fait 
of the nation.

Bible for Many Deaths This Fall-Sad 


Fate of Mrs. Booth-Tucker.

NEW YOBK, November 10.—The adage 


is an old one, that whatever we get in 
this world we have to pay for. The 
close of this autumnal season will be 
marked for years by the frightful loss 
of life from railroads, automobiles and 
fires. A most pathetic death was tbat 
of a little girl scarcely seven years 


old. 
She was playing with several 


companions, joyously singing ''Rinp 
around a rosy" abont a large bonfire, 
as if they were celebrating a politica' 
victory. She stepped too close to the 
fire and io an instant was enveloped in 
flames; all the boys but one fled. That 
one endeavored to quench the fire and 
was severely burned before he gav9 up 
his heroic act. Seeing a policeman 
approaching and fearing he might be 
accused of pushing the child into the 
fire, he, too, ran away, leaving the 
little girl alone. The policeman could 
but partially succeed in saving the 
child from being burned to death then 
and there. When the child was taken, 
by ambulance, to the hospital it was 
too late, for death claimed its victinn 
the following night. It's a little story, 
but where are words to p'cture tbe 
agony of the family which was Icf 1 
childless? In the next column is an 
account of fifteen killed and 
fifty 


wounded in a railroad accident which 
might have been avoided by ordinary 
care.

her work was in the slums among that 
class of lost sheep whom the priest and 
the Levito had passed by. No respect- 
able church admits the sinners that 
claimed this woman's service; they were 
foul of person, evil of language, their 
criminal vocabulary not understood by 
the outside world. Thereis something 
almost horrible in the idea of sending 
four or five pure yonng girls to make 
a home among drunkards, vagabonds 
and thieves, armed with nothing but 
the promises of Sod, telling of a home 
beyond the etars, where sin is purified 
by the blood of the Redeemer, and one 
might find a resting place at last. 
When the angel of death snapped the 
thread of life, the work of this Salva- 
tion saint had begun to make itself 
manifest. When she was born her 
father bad just commenced his Salva- 
tion labor in England. Most of the 
work lay between White Chapel and 
St. John's. 
The inhabitants had a 


language of their own, if it can be so 
called; incomprehensible outside, it 
was well understood by the denizens 
of Hell's Kitchen. It was one vast 
ocean of iniquity; little boys on the 
street playing marbles cursed in an 
idiom which made the passersby trem- 
ble as they heard it and the blasphemy, 
thank Sod, had no parallel in our lan- 
guage.

Booth-Tucker first saw light.

would think that an innocent girl 
would have been afraid to enter into 
such a neighborhood and company, but 
fear has no place in the Salvation 
Army's lexieon,and from her childhood 
she moved among that evil company 
as'if she bore acharmed life. Thousands, 
in the years that followed, who came 
to ridicule the faith she preached, re- 
mained to pray, and in time became 
the most eloquent apostles of the old 
story of Salvation. Mrs. Booth-Tuck- 
er was a woman of charming presence, 
steady and upright character 
and 


strong intellectual and physical force. 
She seemed to have realized the char- 
acter we have of Joan-of-Are, being 
brave as Palladium and pure as any 
saint who has earned the right of can- 
onization. She came to this country 
young and strong and firm in the be- 
lief of the Salvation Army's religion, 
and it was not long before she receiv- 
ed invitations from the wealthy citi- 
zens to call and tell them of her relig- 
ion, and on leaving them she often 
found checks and gold pieces in her 
hand. In our courts, where she ex- 
pected to meet nothing but ridicule in- 
stead of justice, she soon experienced 
respect and consideration. 
She could 


walk through a crowd of street arabs 
and 
wretched outcast tramps, and 


many of them would remove their hats 
and caps as she passed. It was a 
mighty victory, when even Christian 
ministers, who laughed at the beating 
of the tambourines and the blowing of 
the horns, extended to them Christian 
tolerance and invited her to speak 
from their altars.
